If 
circumstances admit, they should be luvell- 
ed to the ground, but this would not bo | 
easily fonsiblc, seeing that the natives use 
thoso rexervoim for the purposs of rearing 
buffaloes and alse for washing clothes, and 
go forth. Therefore.if it is not posible to 
drain them, aquatic-plants should be plant- 
ed and the poisonous pasea emanating from. 
the swamps and pond, rendered as far as 
possible innocuous.
